Accosted White Girl. 

Last Tuesday night Misses Josie Folk 
and Bessie Gee, salesgirls in a local 
store, were followed on their way home, 
about 8 p. m., by the negro known as 
“High Pockets.” After Miss Folk had 
entered her home, the negro is said to 
have accosted Miss Gee. She fled into 
James McClanahan’s home, and Mc- 
Clanahan ran out and caught “High 
Pockets,” who was taken to the cala- 
boose. | 
An hour later the negro Richardson 
was put in the calaboose on a chargeof 
stealing a skirt from a local dry goods 
store. He was known as a petty thief, 
and spent half his time in jail. 
Richardson’s arrest attracted no at- 
tention, but the arrest of “High Pock- 
ets’”’ was noised about town, and: his 
alleged cfefnse caused great indignation. 
Shortly after midnight the mob formed, 
and without arousing the town, entered 
the calaboose by the side door. 


The mob wanted ‘High Pockets,”’ebut 
its attention was attracted to the other 
negro by an insolent remark which he 
is said to have made to one of its 
members. It was at once decided to 
take him along, too, and soon the si- 
lent procession was on its way 'to the 
baseball park, a quarter of a mile 
north of the business district. 

The men carried heavy whips, and it 
is generally believed that its only pur- 
pose was to give the negroes a thor- 
ough “trimming.’’ That the whips were 
plied vigorously, “High Pockets’’ tes- 
tified when, covered with bruises and 
welts, he appeared a few hours later 
at the home of Gia Kennen, his former 
employer, before his flight across the 
river.

medical science havé béen tested. She 
is not the only beneficiary. Hundreds 
of children of the poor have been cured 
of diseases, before thought incurabie, 
simply because a rich man demanded 
that they be cured for his daughter's 
sake. 

Lolita Armour was born in August, 
1896. At the time sl.é weighed but three 
pounds and she was not strong enough 
io begin a fight for life. Until that 
time physicians never hoped to save 
babies born under those conditions. 

Two years before, however, A'exander 
Lion, a Frenchman, had invented the 
baby incubator. It hadn’t had a fair 
trial as yet, but in the hope it might 
save the Armour child, it was ethployed. 

Lolita Armour thrived in this jiurse of 
steel and glass and in a few months the 
incubator Was abandoned and the child 
was apparently in good health. 

It was discovered then that something 
was wrong with her nether limbs. When 
they put ‘her on her feet, she would 
scream with pain. Her legs appeared 
hélpless. 

The X-ray, then a comparatively new 
thing in science, was employed. It was 
discovered that the bones of the child’s 
thighs lacked an inch or more each of 
meeting the hip sockets. Dr. John Ria- 
lon, an @minent surgeon, took hold of 
the case. He performed an operation 
and put the legs in a cast, but the opera- 
tion failed. 

About that time, Dr. Adolf Lorenz, a 
professor in the University of Vienna 
was the most talked of man in medi- 
cal science. He had made many experi- 
ments in orthopedic surgery—bloodless 
surgery, as it is called—and his two 
books were widely read and discussed. 
One of these fell into the hands of Lo- 
lita Armour’s mother. 

Dr. Lorenz Called In. 

Dr. Lorenz and his assistant, Dr. 
Friederich Maller, were summoned to 
Chicago, from Vienna. The great 
scientist examined Lolita Armour and 
said he believed he could effect a cure. 
He performed one of his operations Oct. 
13, 1902," Which lasted two hours. The 
little girl’s body was set in a. plaster 
cast and the scientist went back to 
Vienna. It is said he received $30,000 
for his services. 

The process of healing was so slow 
that, two years later, Dr. Rildon read 
® paper saying it had failed. Mrs. Ar- 
mour immédiately sent Lolita to Vienna, 
were she became a patient in Dr. 
June 27, 1906, 
the girl was brought back to America, 
cured except for a slight limp Which is 
dissappearing gradually and is scarcely 
noticeable today as Miss Lolita moves 


Since the first operation Dr. Lorenz 

has performed many of them for char- 
ity’s sake, and has effected some ?e- 
markable cures. Other surgeons have 
been converted to his theories until there 
are many successful practitioners of 
orthopedic surgery and many children 
afflicted with congenital bone diseases, 
are being cured. 
Lolita Armour is the daughter of J. 
Ogden Armour and granddaughter of the 
late Philip D. Armour, founder of the 
millionaire Armour family.

Convention Opens in Chicag» 
and Will Pay Especial Atten- 
tion to Kavanaugh’s Plan. 








ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT 





“The Bigger the Boat the Low- 
er the Rate’’ Is the Keynote 
of His Spéech. 


s 

CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—E. 5S. Conway, 
first vice-president of the Lakes-to-the- 
Gulf Deep WatefWay Association, wel- 
eomed the delegates to the sixth annual 
convention of the association, which 
openéd hére today. That the association 
will work for a deep waterway all the 
way instead of being satisfied with 14 
feet through the valley was indicated 
ih the speech of President William K. 
Kavanaugh. 

Big delegations were on hand from St. 
Louis, Peoria, Springfield, Ottawa and 
other State points. In all, there were 
nearly 1000 delegates, representing 33 
states. 

Fear that the meeting might be taken 
advantage of by political factions was 
expressed by President Kavanaugh, who 
said: 

‘This is not a political convention 
to deliberate on a great commercial 
necessity and any business mah, law- 
ver or doctor or any man of reputa- 
tion in his community, if he can be 
duly accredited, when he gets into this 
convention will be entitled to a vote 
on the resolutions.”’ 

The delegation from Joliet made a spec- 
tacular entrance to the convention. 
Headed by a brass band they marched 
into the auditorium, 300 strong. Con- 
gressmen Copley, Prince and Rodénberg 
und a large number of State legislators 
appeared as delegates. 

Two factions are present, -one urging 
that immediate action be taken by Illi- 
rois and the other advising delay until 
Federal aid is obtained. Gov. Charles 
S. Deneen is at the head of immediate 
action faction. 

Kavataugh’s Address, 
President Kavanaugh said in part: 
“Now, during the five years of our 

work, we have learned to rely on our- 
selves for knowledge, and on our rep- 
resentatives to carry out the demand of 
the people. We, now, in this associa- 
tion, and others, discuss transportation 
as a whole, and we are amaged at the 
bigness of the subject. We find that 
wé pay annually some three billion dol- 
‘mars for transportation (nearly three- 
quarters freightage), of which some sev- 
en-eighths goes to railways on which 
the cost of traffic is three to ten times 
that by water! 

“We are learning in a large way fo 
balance our railway bills with other 
business—and as we do so we see that 
the tendency is to prevent proper pro- 
ductidh of foodstuffs and other com- 
modities, and. paralyzing rather than 
promoting that commerce Which is ‘the 
life of prosperity. 

“As pointed out @ year ago, Our an- 
nual railway payments are equivalent 
to a tax on the improved lands of the 
country amounting to $5 or $6 per acre, 
or a personal tax of about $150 per 
family. What country can sustain such 
a burden? Already production has been 
cut down over millions of acres by pro- 
hibitive freight charges, which increases 
the normal load consumers have to 
carry: and everywhere producers re- 
ceive too little and consumers pay too 
much for the necessaries of life. 

“We have learned to compare our 
transportation conditions with those of 
other countries, and have proved the 
unfairness of figures cited against us by 
our own representatives; it is. true that 
our railway ton-mile rate is less than 
half that of Germany, but it is also 
true that our primary commodities 
move on an average seven or eight 
times further than those of Germany, 
so that the final cost of transportation. 
is two or three times greater to us than 
to our German contemporaries. We have 
been deluded in the past with our low 
tofi-mile fate, which is low largely be- 
cause of ‘our magnificent distances, for 
it is not so much the actual. movement 
of cars under way as the delay and 
handling at terminals the: makés up 
the expefise of freightage. ; 

No Prejudice Against Railways. 

“vet fn thus dealing with the trans- 





formed no prejudice against the rail- 
ways—indeed our appreciation of 
these splendid agencies, which opened 
the country to settlement and enable! 
us to lead the world in growth of 
manufacturing and merchandising 
population, has only been made high- 
er. We view our railways as abso- 
lutely essential to our continued 
prosperity, and have every desire to 
promote their legitimate interests; 
but on comparing our transportation 
as a whole with our agricultural and 
manufacturing and other industries 
as a whole, we are firmly convinced 
that the railways should be supple- 
mented by an efficient waterway de- 
velopment which will at once stimu- 
late production, increase railway traf- 


fic, and reduce the cost of living. 
At the risk of some repetition, I em- 


phasize the lessons of our history. For 
knowledge of facts and figures we must 
depend on ourselves until adequate Fed- 
eral agencies are provided. For meas- 
uring business interests and needs we 
rust depend on our own knowledge and 
judgment, and must make these known 
to and through our duly elected repre- 
sentatives. _For suecess in securing 
needed legislation we must depend on 
our own energy and business sagacity, 
and ‘the vigor of our demands.

Former Senator Shephard of Jer- 
seyville Tells Committee of 
Deal With Candidate. 








INCIDENT IN BATHROOM 





Says Wilson Called Him Aside 
at Southern Hotel to Ask 
About a Certain Lady. 





By Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Former 


Jerseyville, Ill., underwent a two hours’ 
zrill'ng by members of the Lorimer In- 
vestigating Committee of the United 


States Senate today without changing 
the testimony which previously he had 
given regarding the case. 

Senators Lea And Kern, aided by At- 
torney Marble, led the examination of 
Shephard. The committee inquired into 
every phase of Shephard’s alleged re- 
Jation to the case and had not finished 
when recess was taken. 

Shephard testified that Lee O'Neill 
Browne first asked him to vote for Lor- 
imer. The witness sadi: 

“Tl told Browne that I would vote 
for Mr. Lorimer on but one consider_ 
ation. I told him that I would do so 
if a certain editor in my town could 
be refused further appointment as 
Postmaster.” 

Shephard related much of the tes- 
timony that previously he had given. 
He said that on the day of: Lorimer’s 
election George W. Alschuler of Au- 
rora also asked him to vote for Lor- 
imer, 

Lorimer Gave Promise. 

“I then went to Lorimer who was in 
the Speaker’s room in the State Hall 
of Representatives and told him about 
athe Jerseyville situation and about this 
editor postmaster who had been attack- 
ing me and my family for a period of 
nine or ten years. Mr. Lorimer said the 
rnatters of the postmastership could be 
arranged. Then I @greed to vote for Mr. 
Lorimer and went out on the floor of 
the House and did so.” 

While being examined by Attorney 
Marble, counsel for the committee, 
Shephard, said: 

“Mr. Lorimer promised me what I 
desired in these words: ‘I will certain- 
ly have my share of patronage and i 
think I can prevent the appointment of 
this editor as postmaster. I will make 
the effort to do 8o.’ ”’ 

Shephard said, however, when ques- 
tioned by Senator Fletcher of the com- 
mittee, that the editor, Richards, was 
still postmaster at Jerseyville and that 
Lorimer had failed so far to carry out 
the pact on which Shephard said he 
cast his yote for the Chicago Senator. 

The witness then related various meet- 
ings with Lee O’Neil Browne in Chi- 
cago and St. Louis and under further 
questioning, told of the meeting of 
Browne, White, Link, Luke, Beckemeyer 
and other legislators at the Southern 
motel in St. Louis, June 21, 1909, fol- 
lowing adjournment of the Legislature 
which elected Lorimer. | 
‘In July I also met Representative 
Rebert E. Wilson of Chicago, Browne 
and others in St. Louis,’’-said Shephard. 
Senator Lea of the committee took 
up the examination of Shephard in re- 
gard to the meeting. of Shephard and 
Rebert Wilson at the Southern Hotel, 
in St. Louis, July 15, 1909, and at which 
time the so-called “‘bathroom” episode 
occurred, 

Wilson Asked About a Lady. 

Witness said he went into the bath- 
100m with Wilson because Wilson want- 
ed to ask regarding a lady with whom 
Le saw witness at lunch that day, and 
did not want others to hear the conver- 
sation. Witness said he thought Browne, 
Luke, White, Link, Beckemeyer and 
Ciark were in the room. Witness said 
he had received a message from Browne 
to come, but did not know about the 
others. 

Shephard testified that he was not 
certain that others in Wilson’s room 
were called into the bathroom by Wil- 
son. 

Edward Hines, Chicago lumberman, 
was called before an executive meeting 
of the committee this morning. Mem. 
bers of the committee examined Hines 
{fn private for a half hour, while other 
witnesses waited for the formal open- 
ing of the hearing.

Cities Near Wu Chang Destroyed 
by Fire After Resisting | 


Attack. 


PEKING, Oct. 12.—Between 5000 and 
cio Chinese troops in Hankow native 
eity are reported to have mutinied this 
nworning and killed from 200 to 300 Man- 
chus. The rebels oecupied Sui Ting Fu 
yeeterday. 

An imperial edict issued today orders 
the Minister of War, Gen. Vin-Tohaneg, 
to proceed to Hankow with two divi- 
sions of Peking troops, about 20,000 of 
whom probably will be Mafchus. 

The commander of the CHinese Navy, 
Admiral. Sap Chen Ping, is commanded 
to. assemble a fleet of warships in the 
Yang-tse-Kiang River and join the land 


in possession of Wu-Chank, Hankow 
and Han-Yang. The edict censures the 
Vieeroy at Wu-Chang, who fled before 
thé rebéls, but at the same time orders 
him to.return to his post and retrieve 
his reputation. He is threatened with 
sevére punishment if he fails to recap- 
ture Wu-Chang. 

Ite is expected that the revolution- 
ists will dynamite the bridges of the 
Peking and Hankow Railroad to pre- 
vent the early arrival of troops. Bx- 
traordinary precautions are being en- 
forcéd here. Chinese passengers are 
ferbidden to travel on the Peking & 
Hankow Railroad beyond Chumatien 
Hunan Province in either direction. 

A dispatch to the British Legation 
from Chung King says the rebels of 
Sve-Chuen hold the Min River and 
the country west, and confirms also 
earlier reports of daily fighting in 
that vicinity.

lutionary movement is gaining momen- 
tum with every hour. Since noon yes- 
terday it has swept the little city of 
Hangyang and the native quarter of 
Hankow.’ Great numbers of Chinese 
are joining the movement voluntarily.

The 
slogan of the movement, which is guid- 
éa by shrewd and temperate leaders, is 
evidently ‘“‘Down with the Manchus.” 


No Attack on Foreigners. 
Thus far there has been no indica- 


tion of any animosity against foereign- 
ers on the part of the revolutionists. 

The capture of Hang-Yang, which is 
@ town of perhaps 100,000, just north 
of Hankow, has delivered into the hands 
of the frevolutionists the arsenal and 
the important Hang-Yang iron works. 
The corsanpepoa:e 5 had no trouble in 
Hang-Yang, overwhelmingly outnumber- 
ing’ the local troops. Gen. Chang Piao 
escaped and the members of the local 
Government were dispersed, 

The popularity of the revolutionary 
rovemnent all along the river and in 
tné interior is indicated by apparently 
authentic reports that several nearby 
cities have fallen. Where resistance 
was offered the towns appear to have 
been put to the torch. 

Missourtang Are Safe. 

The Methodist missionaries in W'u 
Chang aré known to be safe. An expe- 
Gition is now engaged in gathering up 
the Americans and rescuing them wher- 


tives. 


Elaborate rhilitary precautions 
have been taken to prevent any syni- 
athetic revolutionary uprising in 
ekin and the palaces are guarded 
by troops of proved loyalty. Advices 
received there indicate that three 
regiments of the army participated in 
the revolt at Wu Chang.

Mrs, Chester will receive $1600 a year 
alimony and the royalties from the play, 
“Get-Rich-Quick Wallingford,” drama- 
tized from her husbgnd’s stories, be- 
| sides an allowance of $2400 a yegr for 
their two sons until they reach the age 
of 25. 
Mrs, Chester named Lillian Deremo, 
a girl of abogt 21. She charged that 
Shester has Veen living at the Gains- 
boro studio, 232 West Fifth street, 
with Miss Deremo, and has introduced 
her as his wife. Chester denied the 
allegations. 
The Chesters were married in Dav- 
enport, Io., in July, 1895, and have two 
children, who are in the custody of 
their mother. 
The suit of Mrs, Chester for di- 
vorce adds another to the long and 
growing list of literary celebrities 
who can make their men and women 
of fiction marry and “live happily 
ever, ever afterward,” but who have 
failed to bring such a conclusion to 
their own romances.

That St. Louts is being favorably con- 
sidered was made known to Secretary 
saurders of the Business Men’s League 
in a letter signed by B. F. Lamb and O. 
A. Wharton, officers in the organiza- 
fion. 

The machinists’ organization has a 
Jail) bank balance of $250,000 to $500,000, 
its receipts from the branches through- 
out the country. 

At the international convention of ma- 
chinists, just finished at Davenport, Io., 
it was decided to remove headquarters 
by Jan. 1 next to Some city more cen- 
trally located than Washington. A 
process of elimination showed St. Louis 
and Indianapolis to: be the favorites and 
the new location will be decided by a 
majority vote of the members at large. 
The business men’s organization in In- 
dianapolis has offered to pay the ex- 
pense of removing the offices from 
Washington to its city. 

The organization has a membership in 
‘his country of more than 100,000 ma- 
“hinists, and correspondence is contin- 
ially going out to these members. 

The official organ of the association, 
the Machifists’ Internationa) Journal, is 
printed in the city where the head- 
quarters are located, and is sent to all 
the members monthly. The organization 
spends $35,000 a year in printing it. 

The death benefits paid to families of 
deceased members has approximated 
$47,000 annually for the last five years. 
The office force of the headquarters 
includes more than 60 men and wom- 
en, and the office expenses amount to 
more than $34,000, while the general ex- 
pense account averages $24,000. The of- 
fices will fill one floor in a large office 
building. 

The association is composed of 800 
lodges which are included in 74 district 
organizations, two of which at present 
have their headquarters in St. Louis. 
One of these known as District No. 6, 
which includes the machinists of the Mis- 
souri Pacific and Iron Mountain sys- 
tems, has O. A. Wharton as president, 
with offices in the Howard Building, 
709 Pine street; Ben F. Lamb, manager 
of District No. 9 has offices in the 
same building. This latter district in- 
cludes St. Louis and vicinity.

The familiar porte cochere ,at the 
Uinon Station’s central entrance, oppo- 
ait@ Nineteenth street, will be demol- 
ished to widen Market street. The wid- 
ening, which will be at the expense of 
the Terminal Association, probably will 
be authorized Friday through the issu- 
ance of a permit by the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

Besides the porte cochere, the orna- 
mental columns at the base of the main 
outer stairway near Eighteenth street 
will be removed to give the sidewalk 
room required by the street widening. 

In place of the porte cochere, a steel 
and glass canopy will extend over the 
sidewalk at the central entrance, to 
giye storm protection to persons entering 
and leaving vehicles. 

Market street, now 86 feet wide for 
the entire distance in front ef the sta- 
tion, will be widened to 49% feet for the 
western half of the distance and 42% 
feet for the eastern haif. The sidewalk 
will have a width of not less than 15 
feet at any point, and will not, as at 
preesnt, be crossed by vehicles. 

The entire distance will be repaved 
with wood blocks in place of the present 
granite. The expense of the work, esti- 
mated at $18,000, will be borne by the 
Termina] Association,- which has ex- 
pressed a willingness to meet the cost 
without legislative requirement. 

Theodore C. Link, the architect who 
designed the station, will. direct the 
alterations, which will considerably 
change its familiar front, and may 
slightly modify its present fortress-like 
appearance, 

Objection thas been made ever since the 
building of the station to what was 
termed the usurpation of the sidewalk at 
points in front of the building by its 
owners. The changes, it {s believed, will 
meet these objectfons. They will also, 
it is believed, relieve vehicle congestion 
at the station entrance, which has grown 
much worse in the last few years, with 
the increase of automobiles.

The Post-Dispatch accepts the suggestion of @ 
contributor to “Letters Prom the People” that 
there should be no disparagement of the service 
the completed. municipal bridge will render in 
linking St. Louis with East St. Louis.and supply- 
ing cheap centinuous trolley transportation. The 
Eads and municipal bridges occupy almost the 
Same relative positions. to the center of our busi- 
ness section. The municipal bridge will serve all 
the south central and southern parts of both cities. 
But the municipal bridge is incomplete and the 
‘Eads Bridge, with the East St. Louis & Suburban 
line, which uses it, now serves and will continue 
to serve a large population in and around East 
St. Louls. The most valuable available connec- 
tion is the Eads Bridge. 

The best practical suggestion is the loop plan of% 
President Reber of.the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. The loop he outlines running from the 


street on the west, Walnut and Clark on the south 
and Third on the east, open to all East Side lines, 
would admirably fill the need. 

Mr. Reber is right in the opinion that the city 
should build and own this loop for rental to all 
railways desiring to use it. If the new charter had 
been adopted the city would have the power to 
construct and operate or lease public utilities. 
But at present the city can grant a franchise with 


terms. 

Vice-President Haynes. of the East St. Louls & 
Suburban Railway is favorable to the plan. He 
welcomes the idea of street railway connections 
and closer relationship between the East and 
West sides. There is no question of the sentiment 
of the pgople of the two cities; they heartily favor 
free trade and convenient, rapid transit between 
all parts of the St. Louis industrial district. It 
spells growth and prosperity. 


The greatest obstacle to the accomplishment 
of the object is inertia. Vigorous work on the 
part of St. Louis business men would assure 
the success of the project.

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RAILROAD YARD CAPITOL SITE. 

It is reported that the Capitol Commission will 
seek an arrangement with the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad to relieve the capitol site from railroad 
tracks by changing the road’s route through Jef- 
ferson City. It is a difficult and no doubt costly 
matter to adjust, but advocates of the change 
are won cimply by an inspection of the beautiful 
river bluff on which the old Capitol stands and on 
which the new Capitol will be built.

Linking East and West Sides. 
To thé Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editoria] in Monday’s issue on linking to- 
gether the East and West Sides of the river 
strikes the keynote of electric transportation be- 
tween the two sections, 

Years ago New York linked Brooklyn with New 
York before Brooklyn was a part of New York, 
by means of a bridge. Now she has linked the 
cities of New Jersey by means of a tunnel. You 
make a mistake, however, in yourgeditorial when 
you refer to the new bridge as a “roundabout” 
route. The first thought of the new bridge gives 


carry a contrary conviction. 

The city of East St. Louis cannot grow west- | 
ward on account of the Mississippi! River; cannot | 
grow northward on account of the lowlands and | 
bottoms. It can only grow east and northeast. 
It cannot grow southward on account of the low 
lands. The tracks of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road on the south and the Baltimore & Ohio on 
the north are the borders of East St. Louis for 
all resident’ and business development. The three 
residence sections are Lansdowne, State street 
and Alta Sita. These sections are much nearer 
to the business center of St. Louis via the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge than via the Eads Bridge. They 
are in a direct line to St. Louis via the new bridge. 
From the Postoffice in East St. Louis to the Post- 
office in St. Louis is about equal distante via both 
bridges. From the stockyards the distance is 
only slightly in favor of the Eads Bridge. The 
business center of East St. Louis is fast drifting 
toward the new Postoffice. 

On the West Side we find that Fads Bridge 
was built when Main street was the pivot of 8t. 
Louis business—when the bridge broke the bank 
on Second street. Scruggs’ dry goods store, that 
was then on Fourth street, is now at Tenth street. 
The business of St. Louis has drifted westward— 
the Postoffice from Third to. Eighth, the city 
hall to Twelfth street. The walking distance be- 
tween the Eads Bridge terminus at Third street 
to the St. Louis Postoffice is elght blocks. The 
walking distance between the Postoffice of St. 
Louis ang new bridge approach Is 11 blocks, The 
walking distance from the Eads Bridge to the 
municipal buildings 16 blocks; new bridge to the 
same buildings 11 blocks; Eads Bridge to Laclede 
Hotel, eight blocks; same to new bridge, eight 
blocks; American Hotel from Eads Bridge, eight 
blocks; from new bridge, seven. 

The new bridge approach is only two blocks 
from Cupples Station. For South St. Louls it Is 
the direct route. The fact that the new bridge 
gets four blocks further west into the city than 
Eads Bridge and that the city is growing west- 
warg must not be lost sight of. The Eads Bridge 
terminates at Washington avenue. To get to the 
business center, to any point off of Washington 
avenue, by street car a transfer would have to 
be made from the Washington avenue line. 

The situation of the Eads Bridge is such that 
it may be impossible to obtain a 5-cent fare 
and difficult to obtain a loop. But why not take 
advantage of the new bridge for the purpose you 
advocate—linking together the two sections with 
a 6-cent fare, with direct rail transportation from 
the leading points of East St. Louis to the busi- 
ness center of St. Louis, and affording an en- 
trance for the interurban Hnes from Southern and 
Bastern Illinois? Northern Illinois is covered 
by the McKinley. System, but Eastern and South- 
ern Illinois is a virgin field for electric communi- 
cation with St. Louis, and for which the new 
/ bridge will afford the most direct entrance into 
St. Louls. 

The Eads Bridge has only one street railroad 
to connect with the Washington avenue line. A 
loop from the new bridge would cross every 
street railroad entering the downtown district of 
St. Louis. The United Railways should co-oper- 
ate with ‘such @ loop, for it would bring them 10 
possengers for every one taken from them and 
help to build up the city in which their interests 
lie, 

The move you propose is one of the best things 
suggested for the business interests of St. Louis. 
You should, though, set right the new bridge and 
not underestimate its advantages, St. Louis 
shoula pull for the success of its own bridge.

So Says 


an English Lecturer, Who Crossed Swords 


With Father Vaughan, the Advocate of the Old-Fash- 
ioned Girl. An Interview for the Post-Dispatch

HE Victorian woman, the 
66 pretty, clinging creature who 
° looked into every man’s eyes 
with an expression which 
said: “Oh, how wonderful you are!"’ and 
who replied, ‘Thanks, awfully!’ to the 
first man who offered her marriage and 
a home, is in the scrap-heap and not all 
the powers of light and darkness can 
resurrect her!’’ f 

This is the answer of Harry Phillips, 
English lecturer and London Alderman, 
to Father Bernard Vaughan’s eulogy of 
the old-fashioned woman. 

Father Vaughan and Mr, Phillips 
crossed lances for the first time on 
board the steamer Minnetonka, a few 
days ago, when Mr. Phillips, at the 
request of the passengers, delivered a 
lecture on “The New Woman,” and 
the distinguished Jesuit, who has been 
called “‘the English Savonarola,’’ pre- 
sided as chairman and put an end to 
the meeting after walking from the room 
after advising Mr. Phillips to throw 
his lecture into the sea. 

“T am very sorry that Father 
Vaughan thought it necessary. to leave 


the meeting at which he had consented 


to act as my chairman,” Mr. Phillips 
told me. “I believe that mentally, physi- 
cally and morally men and women are 
equal, and no marriage can be really 
happy where the man does not concede 
this to be a fact. Generally ‘speaking, 
men do concede it in the case of an in- 
dividual woman, but they refuse to be 
just to women as a whole. 
oe YY ETHER from policy er convic- 
tion, a man does not often en- 
' his wife with his views 
on her inferiority to him. He {fs satis- 
fied to féel himself superior to all other 


her fiance until he set to work to re- 
move her political disabilities? How 
long to you think the mem would hold 
out? 

-“The sort of ‘hunger strike’ I believe 
in is not for the women to starve them- 
selves, but to starve the other fellow— 
starve the men. Men are just as de- 
pendent upon women as women are upon 
them. 

“The two sexes supplement each other, 
but that does not mean that one is in- 
ferior to the other. The clinging Vic- 
torian woman has no influence in En- 
gland today. The women who count 
politically and socially are the women 
who accomplish things and they are 
practically all ‘new women.’ It does \no 
g00d-to caricature them, to call them 
‘the shrieking sisterhood.’ ”’ 

“You defined marriage a while ago 
as ‘palship, chumship, mateship,’” 1 
suggested. ‘‘What have you to say tothe 
contention ‘that the triumph of the New 
Woman will carry with it the neglect of 
the home? 

“In England—I don’t know how it is 
here—the home is neglected already,” 
Mr. Phillips answeréd, ‘‘necessarily neg- 
lected by the women who must supple- 
ment the srrall wages of the husband by 
going out to work, deliberately, orimi- 
ually neglected by the society women, 
‘human tigresses, man hunters,’ I believe 
he called them. 
se UCH women are of the type of 

‘clinging, dependent ‘ creatures 
who, having no sense of responsibility. 
are willing to take everything from 
men and give absolutely nothing in re- 
turn, not even children. And there’s 
another pomt on which Mr. Phillips 
exclaimed: —

She Is Stepmother of Girl Who 
Recently Jilted John Jacob | 
Astor’s Friend. 


TROUBLE IS NOT DENIED 





Mrs. Stallo Was Once the Wife 
~ of Dan Hanna With Whom 
She Had Eloped at Party. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—The fact that 
Mrs. Edmund K. Stallo, stepmother of 
Miss Helena Stallo, who recently jilted 
John Jacob Astor’s intimate friend, 
Nils Florman, has returned from Eu- 
rope, and taken separate apartments 
from her husband in the Waldorf-As- 
toria, has given rise to conjecture as 
to whether she has seriously dis- 
agreed with him again. Mrs. Stallo 
refused to confirm or deny the rumor 
of a separation. Stallo said that it 
was a matter he did not caro to dis- 
cuss. 

Henry C. Quimby, Stallo’s personal 
attorney, would not deny there was 
trouble between the two, but said he 
had not heard of intended divorce 
proceedings. He shook his head when 
it was suggested there might be a re- 
conciliation.

When 
Mrs. Stallo took a separate apartment 
from her husband on their return 
from abroad, they were not surprised. 
The Stallos were separated for a 
short time in 1908, but on Sept. 26 of 
that year a reconcillation was ef- 
fected through the good offices of 
Mr. and Mrs. G. Weaver Loper of Cin- 
cinnati, close friends of both. 
Another Chapter. 

Mrs. May Harrington Hanna and 
Fidmund K. Stallo were married April 
27, 1903, in this city, and went to live 
in the handsome apartment house at 
667 Madison avenue. It was but an- 
other chapter in the romantic history 
of Mrs. Stallo’s life. | 

While a mere girl she met Daniel R. 
Hanna, son of Senator Mark Hanna. 
He was then a boy at college. On Aug. 
9, 1887, wMille on a boating party at Es- 
canaba, Mich., they strolled away and 
were married. Neither “was of age. 
Their son, Carl H. Hanna, duplicated 
the act of his parents by eloping with 
Miss Gertrude Leavitt of Woodbury, 
Conn. His mother was deeply dis-

Mrs. Hanna obtained a divorce on the 
ground of neglect and cruelty. Her at- 
tempt immediately to depart for Europe 
caused efforts on the part of her di- 
vorced husband to prevent her taking 
their three children—all boys—with her.

Shortly after his first divorce Hanna 
had married Mrs. Daisy Gordon Maud 
of Cleveland. She had just obtained a 
decree from her husband, a Major in 
the British army, at Akron, O. She 
later got a divorce in England 
anna and his second wife were 4di- 
vorced in June, 1907, Mrs. Hanna get- 
ting the eustody of their only child, 
Elizabeth, 5 yéars of age.

Bank for $250,000 in favor of the bank- 
rupt firm of J. M. Fiske & Co. 
> So important is the decision that the 
National City Bank, the Standard Oil 
iostitu and the Mechanics and Metals 
Bank have decided to take the case up 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

»The National City’s interest in the 
preceeding is because it is involved in 
a similar.case in connection with the 
failure of Lathrop, Haskins & Co., 
who like J. M. Fiske & Co., went. down 
in the collapse of the Stock Exehange 
‘gambling pool in the shares of the Co- 
‘lumbus & Hocking Coal & Iron Co. 

Th addition to this the Standard Oil 
“Co., in busy times lends more than 
$20,000,000 Gaily to brokers on unsecured 
notes. The Mechanics and Metals lend 
‘about $18,000,000 a day in rush times and 
half a dozen other banks in the Wall 
street aatvict make loans almost as 
‘large. 

It has been the custom of banks doing 
business with brokerage firms to make 
*farge unsecured loans to brokers for the 
* business day. The bank would place a 
‘certain sum to the broker's credit, 


charge the amount on its books as a ;

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—-—Harkening to 
the appeals of his devoted wife, Ed- 
ward Augustus Nerescheimer, a New 
York millionaire diamond merchant, 
former president of the Theosophical 
Society of America, has broken from 
Mrs. Katherine A.-Tingley, the “Pur- 
ple Mothér”’ of Point Loma, Cal. to 
whose teachings he has been loyal 
for the last 10 years, and who, in cash, 
deeds of land and other gifts, is said 
to have obtained from his bounty a 
total of $200,000. 

The news of Nerescheimer’s seces- 
sion stirred New York Theosophical 
circles.

Loma community in which he and his 
wife lived and concerning which there 
has always been much mystery. 

“This break strprises me,” said 

arold W. Percival, president of the 
Theosophical Society of New York. 
“I understood Mr. Nerescheimer was 
still a stanch supporter of Mrs, 
Tingley.” 

His Wife Prevails. 

Had it not been for his wife Mr. 
Nerescheimer woulg still be at Point 
Loma, say his New York friends. Dur- 
ing the years the former New York 
diamond merchant enthusiastically 
supported Mrs. Tingley’s cause, aban. 
doned his handsome Long Island home 
to make his abode in Mrs. Tingley’s 
Pacific Coast colony, spending his for- 
tune to erect new temples for her dis- 
ciples, Mrs. Nerescheimer was con- 
stantly at her husband’s side. 
Farnestly she pleaded with him ‘to 
abandon the ‘‘Purple Mother.” “It is 
not us but the money Mrs. Tingley 
wants,’’ she would, say. ‘Take heed 
before it is too late.’’ 

According to a friend of the Nere- 
scheimer family, it was not until the 
revelations in the suit of George L. Pat- 
erson of Newcastle, Pa., against Mrs. 
Tingley, to recover the $300,000 estate 
left by his mother, a follower of Mrs. 
Tingley, that the merchant concluded to 
quit the Point Loma community. Short- 
ly. before her death, Mrs. Paterson mar- 
ried Clark Thurston, Mrs. Tingley’s 
chief disciple. In her will Mrs. Thurs- 
ton left the “‘purple gathering” the bulk 
of her fortune. 

Asks for Accounting. 

Paterson also asks for an acounting 
of $700,000, which he said dis@ppeared 
during the time his mother was asso- 
ciated with Mrs. Tingley. 

“Letters from the great Jehovah” 
form part of the testimony in the case. 
These letters, which were supposed to 
emanate from a divine source, exhort- 
ed Mrs. Thurston to give her money 
to Mrs. Tingley’s cause. Other evidence 
was brought out which showed that 
Mrs. Thurston believed she was in direct 
communication with the Queen e* She- 
ba and Cleopatra, two perse | she ad- 
mired exceedingly... 

‘““‘Mrs. ‘Nerescheimer at last pursuad- 
ed her husbard to move from Point 
Loma to Denver, where they now live, 
said a friend of the family. ‘‘He is en- 
gaged in an irrigation projéct in which 
he is striving to forget Mrs. Tingley 
and the money he left behind on the 
Pacific Coast. When I saw him a few 
weeks ago he appeared to be strangely 
worried. He told me he had no strength. 
When I asked him if it was because 
he had lost the influence of Mrs. Ting- 
ley, who professed to banish old age, 
he only shook his head.”’
